Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant has argued that Praisner does not 
disclose or suggest at least the "subsidiary spending power is configured to consume a portion of said parent spending power" and 
"reducing, at said host computer, said parent spending power by an amount less than said subsidiary spending power when said 
subsidiary spending account is linked to said parent account". In response, in the claims, the parent spending power is a credit limit for 
said parent account, and the subsidiary spending power is a credit limit for said subsidiary account. Praisner discloses that spending 
controls may be set on the subsidiary spending accounts. The company may be provided an available level of credit by the issuer or bank 
and then the company decides the number of cards and setting for those cards (p.10, 62). The user may have a preset amount available 
on the card; however, the user may not spend the total available on the card, thereby causing the parent spending power to be reduced 
by a lesser amount. For example, the user may be allocated $500 and spend only $450. The additional $50 may be removed from the 
card, thus causing the parent spending power to be reduced by a lesser amount (p. 17, 107) . 
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
